Good Intentions Misdirected 


It may seem astonishing but it is 


a fact that there exists considerable 
support in Congress for two meas- 
ures: one to de_prive the President 
of his constitutional power to con- 
duct foreign relations before war 
begins and the other to suspend the 
Constitution and make him a dicta- 
tor the instant war does begin. The 
first of these measures is known as 
the Ludlow resolution and. broadly 
speaking it would require a refer- 
endum before war may legally be 
declared. The other (H. R. 9604), re- 
ported 
favorably by the 
House 


Committee on 
Military 
Affairs, 


would automatically empower the 
President, once war is declared, io 
conscript the whole population and 
all its property. 


Apparently there are Congress- 


men 
who favor 
both measures, 


imagining that they can prevent! 
war by making the President im-j 
potent as a diplomat and that they 
can take the profit out of war by 
making him omnipotent as a dicta- 
tor. Taken together the two meas- 
ures are a monstrosity of contradic- 
tions, and considered 
separately 


each is an almost perfect example 
of good intentions misdirected. 
Declaration Has Little 
To Do With Actual War 


The objections to the Ludlow re- 


ferendum have been explained pa- 
tiently and fully by Secretary Hull 
and by ex-Secretary Stimson.

Hard Problems Fatigue, 


Frighten Young Children 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


"What are you crying for? What's wrong?" 
"I can't do these old examples. I can't get them right." 
"Let's see. Why they're just straight multiplication and long division. 


You know how to do them. What's the matter with you?" 


"They're too hard." 
"Nonsense. Let me see. Seven times nine arc sixty-three; put down 


three and carry six—" 


"I can do that. But it's all nines and sevens and eights, and nothing 


comes out even. I'll never get them done light." 


It was a hard assignment for a child learning multiplication and di- 


vision. The processes are not easy in themselves, and they have not be- 
come habitual to the child. And beside that, the teacher, in virtuous at- 
titude of mind, had picked out all the hardest combinations strung 
them along in numbers of seven places, and called them examples. It 
was too hard. 


Children must bo expert in the use of these processes and tables be- 


fore they can view such examples without shock and fear. They want to 
work the short, easy ones that come even, because they get them right. 
The long ones fatigue them: the 
opportunities for errors are multi- 
plied, and they get them wrong. 
Every time they get one right they 
are encouraged and strengthened. 


to find them all tied up in one 
spot is awesome, to say the least. 


First steps must be very easy, 


small numbers, answers coming out 
even. Then the gradual approach 


Evcrv time they get one wrong to'hea?dd »umbcl;s, the uneven re- 
- 
J 
suit. Always short numbers. Alter- 
they are sunk to the depths. What 
we want to do is to get them to like 
doing this work, and to do that we 
must feed out the easiest ones 
first, gradually 
adding a seven, 


then an odd nine or eight combina- 
tion. This must be watched in the 
third and fourth grades. 


Long division is very hard for 


beginners. It is only a combination 
of tables, the four fundamental op- 
erations 
used together, but 
the 


children have barely mastered the 
use of these operations singly, and 


nate the difficult example with the 
easy one so as to encourage and 
rest the children. In time they han- 
dle any combination easily, 
but 


this case will never come if they 
have been frightened and stunned 
by the long and hard example. 


Some very earnest teachers think 


that they must pick out the very 
hardest types of work so as to 
strengthen the 
children's power. 


Power is gained by long slow prac- 
tice, with success as a steady ac- 
companiment. The surest way to

disagree with his 


estimate 
of 
slain 
possibilities. 


North had passed originally and. 
although he had come in with a 
free diamond bid. South's hand, 
with only two diamonds, did not 
warrant an 
immediate slam try. 


South's heart suit was not impres- 
sive and. indeed, a large part of 
South's strength was in the spade 
suit itself, where strength proba- 
bly would not be a vital factor, 
except at no trump. Thus, in my 
opinion, South's proper rebid was 
two no trump, not two spades. 


However. 
I 
also 
agree with 


South that North's four diamond 
bid was completely unwarranted. 
West's three 
spade 
bid had re- 


lieved North of the obligation to 
keep the bidding open and there- 
fore, North's

Neenah — Municipal Judge S. J. 


Luchsinger, Oshkosh, carried on his 
crusade in Winnebago county for 
"safety on the highways" when he 
gave another of several talks at a 
noon meeting Tuesday of the Nee- 
nah Lions club at the Valley Inn. 


The municipal court judge has 


given several talks on safety to var- 
ious groups in the Twin Cities. He 
also has given highway safety talks 
in other county communities since 
he was appointed municipal judge 
by Governor LaFollette. 


The judge is strongly in favor of 


the 3-E system, promulgated by the 
National Safety council, which in- 
cludes comprehensive education in 
safety, engineering feats of revamp- 
ing and illuminating United States 
highways, and revamping of traffic 
laws to make them uniform in the 
48 states. 


This proposed program would un- 


doubtedly solve traffic 
problems, 


but it would take years to com- 
plete, "and we can't wait that long," 


the judge declared. "But until this 
inclusive safety campaign is rea- 
lized, we can and are promoting 
safety on the highways of Wiscon- 
sin through the licensing 
system, 


regulating automobile drivers who 
think the laws don't apply to them 
and the incompetent motorists." 


National Movement 


It is a national movement, inaug- 


urated by Wisconsin, according to 
the judge. Luchsinger explained to 
the club that drivers* licenses under 
this new law may be revoked if 
autoists violate any part of the code. 
and licenses will not be returned 
until defendants proves they are 
financially responsible. He added, 
"And that is a pretty difficult thing 
to do." He pointed out that when 
a driver violates certain laws, such 
as drunken driving, most insurance 
companies will cancel 
his policy 


while others will raise the cost of 
the policy tremendously. 


The judge blames speed, princi- 


pally, for the cause of the great 
number ' of traffic fatalities and 
serious injuries. "While industries 
and the railroad companies were 
making great strides in the promo- 
tion of safety, nothing was being 
done until recent years for the pro- 
motion of highway safety. The auto- 
motive industry 
developed until 


there are 25 million cars and trucks 
in this country, and as a result there 
were in 1937 more than 40,000 peo- 
ple killed and 1,200,000 injured In 
traffic accidents." 


"When 
safety 
councils 
•were 


formed, the automobile industriei 
claimed they were producing auto- 
mobiles adequately equipped for 
safety, 
4-whcel brakes, shatter- 


proof glass, steel bodies and perfect 
steering apparatus. But they haven't 
as yet put headlights on automo- 
biles which permit speed at night in 
excess of 35 miles an hour." the 
judge emphatically stated. He ask- 
ed. "And why haven't they con- 
structed safety belts which 
will 


hold people to their seats when a 
car tips over?".

that the handsome corporal with 
the handlebar mustaches deserved 
the confidence of the soldiery. He 
got the Iron Crass for World war 
bravery. 
Twice he had captured, 


almost single-handed, a score or 
so of the enemy. 
Once ho was 


blinded by gaj. and once shot tip 
by sharpnc!. 
And he certainly 


was ready at {he drop of a hat to 
scream his hatred of the Russian 
system. 


Unquestioned Bravery 


Once communist officers 
were 


sent to Hitler's room to arrest him. 
He met them with 
revolver 
in 


hand, and drove them off. an act of 
unquestioned bravery. 
The inci- 


dent sot a whooping buildup in 
Munich beer cellars. 


Soon Hitler was addressing po- 


litical meetings :i!I over Munich. 


Meetings developed an electric, 


even hysterical atmosphere. To an 
American. Hitler niight have seem- 
ed 
a 
Fourth-of-July 
orator, 
a 


hypnotist, and a Billy Sunday. He 
was telling native Germans what 
they wanted to hear and he kept 
repenting it until they believed. 


Hitler quickly 
developed ora- 


torical tricks, learned to gnuce an 
audience like a magician. Some say 
he was quick to observe a pre- 
dominance of women in his audi- 
ences, and at such times, would 
hold out his 
arms 
dramatically, 


shouting: 


"You are mine and I am yours, 


as long ?s I shall" live:1' 


Mustache Clipped 


Maybe it looks silly in print, but 


it was not silly to Germany's post- 
war widows and spinsters. By now 
the leader had clipped his mus- 
tache to a Charlie Chaplin smudge, 
and his hair fell like a scracgy mop 
over one eyebrow. But he was a 
bachelor and he seemed to have 
plenty of appeal. 


The Hitler rallying cry was made 


to order for him. but not so the 
symbols expressions, and dress of 
his political sect. In the history of 
national socialism in Austria 
he 


found one of its patriarchs

adopted the swastika, that

That vicious little 
sparrow hawk repeatedly attempted 
to attack the suffed quail when it 
thought no one was looking, despite 
the glass window between it and 
its intended prey. 


Strangely two nights after the 


sparrow hawk 
episode 
occur-'d. 


while the mounted quail remained 
in thc same place a small owl at- 
tempted to seize it from thc outside 
of the obstacling glass. 


Owl Kills Cock Quail 


One time I came across a doughty 


little screech owl which had just 
killed a coack quail on one of the 
post oak covered hills of Ripley 
county. Missouri. On the prececd- 
ing night a very deep snow had 
fallen. Doubtcdless when I arrived 
the litle screech owl had just ef- 
fected the kill.

Because of the increasing popu- 


larity of the shower bath, several 
manufacturers are now producing 
complete factory-built shower stalls 
with metal walls and a pre-cast 
concrete slab base.

For a satisfactory installation, the

four inches of masonry around the 
outside of the flues. 


Adequate Size Important 


Flues must be large enough for 


the fires they serve. Tables are 
available from which this informa- 
tion can be easily figured. All chim- 
neys should extend two feet above 
the highest ridge of the roof, or 
poor drafts are liable to occur. 


Hearths should be cantilevered 


from the chimney and should not be 
supported on wood members. 


Kireplaces should be

constructed with adequate smoke 
shelves 
and 
large symmetrical 


smoke chambers, with the first flue 
tile rising prependicularly directly 
above the center.

Says President Not Final 


Judge That Laws are 


'Faithfully Executed'

Washington—President Roosevelt 


has done the cause of good gov- 
ernment a service, perhaps inad- 
vertently, in focussing attention on 
a little-noticed clause of the con- 


stitution of the 
United States 
which says that 
the chief execu- 
tive "shall take 
care that 
the 


laws be faith- 
fully executed." 


Mr. Roosevelt 


was q u o t i n g 
from the con- 
stitution to sup- 
port his theory 
that he may re-

move Chairman 


Morgan of the TVA on the ground 
that this particular law is not being 
executed. But there is nothing in 
the constitution which makes the 
president the final judge of wheth- 
er the laws are being "faithfully 
executed." The whole judicial sys- 
tem was established to settle such 
disputes. 


But since Mr. Roosevelt has rais- 


ed the question, it is pertinent to 
note that the president of the Unit- 
ed States does have certain direct 
responsibilities of initiating action 
for the faithful execution of the 
laws. Furthermore, a president who 
does not see that the laws are faith- 
fully executed may himself be im- 
peached and subject to trial. 


Case of Dereliction 


For this reason, it would seem 


that Mr. Roosevelt would be espe- 
cially careful about calling atten- 
tion now to the clause from the 
constitution about the faithful ex- 
ecution 
of laws 
on the statute 


books. There is, for example, one 
conspicuous case of dereliction of 
duty which may be charged against 
Mr. Roosevelt himself and which, 
for some mysterious reason, 
has 


never 
yielded 
any 
information 


from the White House to enlighten 
the public as to said dereliction. 


Here is a quotation from a law 


known as the 
Federal 
Corrupt 


Practices act: 


"It is unlawful . . . for any cor- 


poration whatever to make a con- 
tribution in connection with any 
election at which presidential and 
vice-presidential electors or a sen- 
ator or representative in congress 
are to be voted for, or for any can- 
didate, political committee, or other 
person to accept 
or receive any 


contribution prohibited by this sec- 
tion." 


Under another provision of the 


law, a "contribution" is defined as 
"a giU, subscription, loan, advance, 
or deposit of money, or anything of 
value." 


Accepted Contributions 


Now, the record is that the Dem- 


ocrafc National 'committee 
sold 


autographed copies of their cam- 
paign book to corporations and ac- 
cepted such contributions amount- 
ing 10 hundreds of thousands 
of 


dollars 
The Democratic commit- 


tee considered these sales to be con- 
tribut'ons because the book sales 
were formally listed with the clerk 
of the house of representatives un- 
der the heading of receipts, as pro- 
vided for by law concerning con- 
tributions. 


When the matter was called to 


Mr. Roosevelt's attention last year, 
his secretary announced that the 
president did not know the purpose 
for which his signature was to be 
used, that he signed a lot of blank 
pages and that these 
pages were 


later bound with the 
campaign 


books and offered for sale. Even ac- 
cepting that explanation on its face 
value, the record also shows that, 
subsequent 
to 
this 
explanation, 


sales of the books were made and 
Mr. Roosevelt did nothing to stop 
them 


Did the president overlook the 


"faithful execution" of the Federal 
Corrupt Practices act? Did he him- 
self not accept, for his own candida- 
cy and "in connection with" his 
own election contributions from 
corporations in violation of the fed- 
eral law? 


This matter constitutes a grave 


reflection on the integrity of the 
Roosevelt administration and ought 
to have been cleared up long ago, 
yet, for some strange reason, there 
have been no prosecutions and not 
even cny indictments to determine 
whether the law has been violated. 
The penalty for every violation is, 
upon conviction, a fine of $1,000 or 
imprisonment 
for not more than 


one year or both. 


Non-Committal Answer 


A resolution of inquiry 
on the 


subject was addressed by one of the 
Icadeis of the house of representa- 
tives to the department of justice, 
but a non-committal answer was 
returned. Clearly, under the consti- 
tution of the United States, it is in- 
tended that the president shall see 
that all laws arc enforced and not 
merely those which he happens to 
believe shall be enforced. The obli- 
gation is all-inclusive and it would 
be most unfortunate if Mr. Roosc- 
xelt's iccord as president 
of the 


United States were to remain in- 
definitely besmirched by a violated 
statute 
through 
which 
benefits 


were received for his own political 
advancement. Much of the deficit I

The motive 
for refusal to enforce the law is also 
plain. No political party ever ac- 
cuses itself or puts its own leaders 
in jail. But the framcrs of the con- 
stitution put in that document an 
impeachment clause for that espe- 
cial purpose, and some day, if pub- 
lic feeling should rise against the 
present administration as it did 
pgainst the administration of Presi- 
dent Johnson, the violation fo the 
"corrupt practices act may furnish 
the basis for

impeachment
